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BRITAIN NEXT? 

Representatives of the Dominions have 
been urging the Government of Great 
Britain to adopt an inflationary policy 
similar to that of the United States. A 
London despatch states on the “highest 
authority” that this will not be done unless 
there are “definite indications” that the 
people of Great Britain want such a policy. 
It is to them their Government is re- 
sponsible and must answer, not to the 
peoples of the Dominions. 

It seems fairly probable that such a 
demand will occur. The rise in the value 
of the pound is not good for British export 
business, and it is upon export business 
Britain lives. With the pound at $3.43 in 
New York a few months ago, British 
manufacturers were swamped with orders 
from abroad. With the pound at $4.75 in 
New York a few weeks ago Premier Mac- 
Donald said they were being swamped 
with cancellations of orders. The rising 
pound has raised prices and killed foreign 
sales. 

However little they may like the idea of 
a “managed currency,” British industrial 
interests will like still less the prospect of 
losing the export business that keeps their 
ls turning, and pays wages and divi- 
dends. Faced by the very imminent danger 
of being undersold by competitors in the 
United States and other inflationist coun- 
tries, they are very likely to demand a 
money readjustment that would put them 
on an even footing in foreign markets. 


THE COMMISSION’S JOB 


Premier Brownlee has been ected a 
member of the commission that is to ad- 
vise the Dominion Government as to what 
changes, if any, are required in the bank- 
ing machinery and the finance system of 
Canada. 

While appointments to the commission 
are not understood to be made on a basis 
of geography, Mr. Brownlee will be gener- 
ally regarded as representing western 
views and interests on those subjects. If 
these views and interests are to get the 
attention they deserve, and play any im- 
portant part in shaping the recommenda- 
tions of the board, undoubtedly he will 
have to be their spokesman and champion. 

Members chosen from eastern Canada 
certainly cannot be expected to go farther 
than the Alberta Premier urges them to go 
in adjusting either the banking arrange- 
ments or the money system to the needs 
of western Canada 

If the responsibility involved is large 
so also is the opportunity offered for use- 
ful public service. Western Canada has 
been stretched on the rack for three 
agonized years. The prices of its products 
and the value of its property have been 
deflated in strict accordance with 
traditions of “sound money.” It has been 
demanded that western people, individu- 
ally and collectively, pay their debts three 
times over. 

They have not done that, cannot do it 
and will not do it. This might just as well 
be put before the commission at the outset 
There is no better starting point for its 
deliberations than that basic fact 

Whatever the commission may do, or 
may be expected to do, the rea! job is to 
provide Canada with a dollar that will 
mean the same thing when a debt has to 
be paid as it meant when the debt was 
incurred. 


VICTIMS OF THE “DOLE 


Alberta relief officials report an influx 
of single unemployed men from British 
Columbia. Due, it is stated, to a decision 
on the part of the 3ritish Columbia 
authorities that men who are supported in 
the relief camps of that province must 
hereafter pay for their keep by working 
Heretofore they were accommodated with- 
out being required to work 

This will of course be cited in certain 
quarters as proof positive that “un- 
employed men do not want to work” but 
demand to be supported by the public 
without giving any return. There has been 
a revival of that sweeping accusation in 
recent weeks, and anything that can be 
made to support it will no doubt be used 
for all it is worth. 

What the migration really shows is 
something quite different. It shows the 


folly of supporting men anywhere without 
requiring that they earn their keep and 
giving them the chance to do so. If the 
facts are as stated, and to the extent to 
which they are as stated, the fault is not 
so much with the men as with the way in 
which they have been mis-handled in the 
past. The root of the trouble is not that 
they are now asked to work, but that they 
were in the past maintained without being 
required to work. That is not good for 
any man or class of men. 

Those who are unemployed in Canada 
today are not naturally and in the mass 
different from those who are employed. 
Some of both groups want to work and 
some do not. But no man can be supported 
in idleness without losing something of the 
spirit of initiative and self - dependence 
that is natural to all men. “Direct relief” 
saps the industry and self-reliance of those 
who are obliged to accept it, inevitably. 

In the last two years hundreds of 
thousands of normally industrious Can- 
adians have been subjected to that de- 
moralizing influence. If some have lost 
their morale that is not to be wondered at. 
The wonder is that the great majority 
have not. 

What is plainly needed is that a common 
relief policy be set in force from one end 
of Canada to the other, based on two 
plain, simple, and much - neglected prin- 
ciples. One is that no man should be sup- 
ported at the public expense without work- 
ing. The other is that no man who is willing 
to work should be denied the chance to 
earn a living.

Some of the daily newspapers of late have been 
running a daily feature, inviting their readers to 
submit ideas for new ard agreeable ways by which 
unemployed men may be enabled to earn a liv- 
ing. They run all the way from opening hot dog 
stands in the parlor window to buying up inner 
tubes and making elastic bands for sale. Here is 
my idea of a really pleasant and agreeable new 
profession for gentlemen of leisure, though I'm not 
a candidate for the daily dollar prize for the best 
idea. It isn’t original with me; the facts came to 
light in the course of reading of the patriotic ex- 
ploits of a gallant son of la belle France

France owns a number of groups of islands in 
the South Seas of which Tahiti is the most import- 
ant. To each little group of owned or mandated 
islands a little French governor is appointed and 
a little body of French officials and soldiers. 

There was one group so small, and its produc- 
tion so scant that to it was assigned but one French 
soldier—Gendarme Carasson—when the gunboat 
called there six years ago. He was to preserve 
order and look after the national interest, much 
as we might send a “Mountie” into the far North 
to an Eskimo tribe. He was to stay and do his 
duty for France for six years 

At the time he went there, the native popula- 
tion consisted of 100 men, 500 women and a mere 
handful of children. Beautiful in physique and 
happy in nature though these Polynesians are, in- 
breeding had rendered the population nearly ster- 
ile. They were a fast dying race 

For a long time Gendarme Carasson obeyed 
official orders and resisted the pangs of loneliness 
Then he did as the white traders usually do, he 
took to himself a native girl as a wife. Soon it was 
evident that they were not to be alone for long. 
The news spread like wildfire among the islands 
A week or two later, Gendarme Carcasson was 
waited upon by three chiefs. It looked like trouble 
for him, but these Nature’s gentlemen explained 
that he was the man they had been hoping for 
They had maidens in their tribe with no hope of 
motherhood. They urged them upon him 


Even in his amours a Frenchman is not blind 
to his duty to France and to himself. Gendarme 
Carecasson considered the matter from a business 
point of view. He explained that France was in- 
terested in the copra crop. Unless more cocoanut 
palms were planted there could be no more copra 
He made a deal with them that for each fifty 
cocoanut palms a father would plant he would 
take his daughter to wife. The proposal wes ac- 
cepted and acted upon to good effect 

When the gunboat recently called again to 
relieve Gendarme Carcasson and instal a successor 
Carcasson had a splendid report to show of in- 
crease in the population and in the copra produc- 
tion of the group. Then he made his plea to stay 
and offered to go before court-martial for his 
breach of discipline 

For the sake of his 49 sons and 13 daughters— 
and the increased copra production—the shrewd 
commandant sent Gendarme Carcasson back to the 
bosom of his hundred wives

But 
six Americans are now facing the risk of a firing 
squad for what at home would have meant a fine 
of $5 and cost 

The six, all more or less known as writers and 
artists, had got into a dispute in a cafe with a civil 
guard who wanted to arrest a man there. In the 
movies, as is well known, an American in a situa- 
tion like that always lashes out with his left to the 
jaw and puts the dirty foreigners to flight. In this 
case the men of the party seem to have kept their 
hands quiet, but a woman, Mrs. Clinton B. Lock- 
wood of Springfield, Mass., slapped the guard over 
the face with her hand 

Men rarely die from the slaps from lady's hands 
but in this case all six found themselves thrown 
into the local coop. When they wanted to pay a 
fine or get free on bail they learned that to strike 
a guardsman, under the laws of Spain, is a military 
offence, for which there must be trial by court- 
martial. There's no such thing as bail. It means 
staying in jail for six weeks till a court of five 
captains and one lieutenant colonel can be chosen 
by lot and assembled 

In the meantime it has been discovered that one 
of the party had written an article in an American 
magazine about life in the Balearic Isles, in which 
he wrote critically of Majorcan morality He is 
now faced with civil trial and the possibility of a 
fine of $1,000 for ‘“defarming the island.” The resi- 
dents are petitioning the Governor to have him 
expelled, too 

After all, Canada is a pretty good place in point 
of scenery, climate, law and morals in which to 
live. One can bawl a policeman out without run- 
ning the risk of the firing squad or of deportation 


No one will dispute the estimate that the World 
Conference has been extraordinarily successful in 
finding out differences between the nations.

Health and Diet Advice

While swimming is one of the finest all-year- 
round sports, many people swim only during the 
summer, I regard swimming as a very healthful 
exercise as well as one which is thoroughly enjoy- 
able. This sport offers a splen- 
did way to build up the body 
and one who swims well de- 
velops all of the muscles equally 
well, so that the figure gains 
pleasing proportions, This is 


one of the reasons why it is so 
good for women. If you noticed 
the pictures of the champion 
women swimmers in the Olym- 
pic Games, you will remember 
that all of them had exception- 
ally beautiful figures. Any wo- 
man who wishes to improve her 
figure and her heaith will do 
well to swim

Swimming is helpful both to those who are in 
normal health and those who wish to gain better 
health. One of the best known cases of improve- 
ment of health by swimming is that of President 
Roosevelt who was so badly crippled by infantile 
paralysis that he was forced,to walk on crutches 
Someone finally interested him in swimming in 
warm water and, after trying it, he wrote that 
“every morning I spend two hours in the pool. The 
muscles of my legs have improved to an extent 
noticeable in every way.” Through this warm 
water treatment he recovered the use of the legs 
and instead of becoming a cripple, became Presi- 
dent and is having a swimming pool installed at 
the White House. Another famous person who was 
benefited by swimming was Annette Kellerman, 
first woman to use the one piece bathing sult, who, 
from a sickly childhood, swam her way to health 
and developed a strong, symmetrical body 

Learning how to swim may be accomplished at 
almost any age. Children of three have won medals 
for swimming and some tots have learned to swim 
before they could walk, On the other hand, some 
people have waited until they were past sixty to 
swim and then became good long-distance swim- 
mers 

At the present time swimming is being taught 
to hundreds of children in city pools with great 
success. Under the expert instruction of a Red 
Cross swimmer the children of San Diego, Cali- 
fornia, are being taught to swim alone for fifty 
feet after six lessons; this may be done in six days 
From this you will see that learning to swim isnot 
really so hard as you may have imagined. The first 
lesson teaches the children how to bury the face 
in the water and breathe out. This is designed to 
remove all fear of the water and after this fear 
gone the rest is usually easy 

A few people hesitate to swim because they be- 
lieve that the water in the pools is not kept clean 
This is not true in a properly supervised pool where 
the water is changed often. A new method of ster- 
ing pools is to boil it, thus 
killing any organisms > definite health benefit 
of swimming would tend to raise the general 
resistance of the body and this would far outweigh 
any danger from germs. There is a slight possi- 
bility that any person using public pools may pick 
up Athlete’s Foot which is a form of ringworm of 
the toes. This trouble is most prevalent in showers 
and along tiled runways used by the bathers. You 
may protect yourself by wearing rubber shoes 
around the pool, instead of going barefoot. 


ilizing water for swimm 


Swimming tends to fatten the abdomen and 
tones up the abdominal organs. It is a very fine 
means of developing both the chest and arms. If 
strokes are used which call for vigorous kicking, 
this would improve the shape of the hips and legs 

In swimming for the sake of exercise it is a 
good plan to vary the strokes used, so that you 
get the benefit in the more difficult strokes. I 
would suggest that you learn and use several kinds 
of strokes. At least part of the time while swim- 
ming you should try to make the swimming as 
difficult as possible so as to get the right amount 
of strenuous exercise. By doing this, you will use 
many different sets of muscles and wil! gain a 
better all-round development

“The flotation of the Canadian 
loan in England is expected to have 
important repercussions on the 
American dollar, driving it higher 

“Most of the Canadian debt is in 
terms of New York funds, and in 
order to service the debt Canada 
has been doing her borrowing in 
New York. By borrowing dollars 
Canada has not affected the for- 
eign exchange rate on the dollar. 

“Now with Canada borrowing in 
London she will, in order to service 
her dollar debt, persumably pur- 
chase dollars with all or much of 
the proceeds of the sterling loan 
Such purchasing of dollars by Can- 
ada will have the effect of raising 
the rate on the dollar against ster- 
ling, which is very much desired 
in England.”
